Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: What follows is an attempt by the examiner to 
briefly respond to each of the issues raised by the applicant in the after-final correspondence: 

On page 8, in the first paragraph, the applicant argues that WMATA teaches away from selling its data because of its own stated policy. 
The examiner notes that this is merely a matter of policy and not technology. There is no technical hurdle to selling the data. Another 
company or organization which manages transportation RFID tags may have an entirely different policy. This is particularly true in view of 
art such as Stutz, which shows strong financial motivation to sell the data. NOTE THAT THE QUESTION IS NOT WHETHER WMATA 
WOULD MODIFY THEIR OWN SYSTEM BUT WHETHER ANYONE OF ORDINARY SKILL VIEWING WMATA WOULD HAVE BEEN 
MOTIVATED TO MODIFY IT. 

Regarding, also on page 8 in the second paragraph, the applicant's observation that no press release is provided, the examiner notes that 
this is because the examiner used Official Notice, based on the fact that he has long been a daily rider of Washington, DC Metro and has 
also long been a daily reader of Washington DC newpapers. Attached herewith is additional documentation which shows that Metro both 
tracks usage and provides additional trains as needed (See"Q & A With Richard White," Monday, July 31 , 2000 at WashingtonPost.com, 
transcript in live Online.") As for gathering usage data *based on* accesses by transportation passes, this is the only way passenger 
usage can be tracked, because passengers are tracked nowhere else but at the gates. 

Regarding the applicant's questioning of the dates (page 9) the examiner notes that individual pages have dates and therefore it is clear 
that those portions relied upon are indeed prior art. 
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
